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Fate of 192 Men in Blasted Mine Unknown 


Explosion in 
W. Va. Shaft 


Is Terrific 


75 Miners Able to Es- 


cape from Mine at 
Early Hour Today 


Welch, W. Va., Jan. 15.—(AP) — 


Seventy-five coal miners escaped 
alive today after a tremendous 
blast in the No. 9 Havaco mine on 
the outskirts of Welch, but the 
fate of 192 others was in a doubt 
as rescuers drove into the smoke 
and dust-filled shaft workings. 


E, L. Chatfield, an inspector-at- 


large of the state mines depart- 
ment, said he was informed that 
267 men were in the workings 
when the explosion o c c u r r e d 
around 9:30 a. m. 


The force was so terrific that 


Negro pupils in a school house and 
workers in the store and office of 
the New River & Pocahontas Con- 
solidated Coal Company, from 500 
to 1,000 feet away, were injured 
by shattered glass and debris. The 
mine is operated by New River & 
Pocahontas. 


Shaft 400 Feet Deep 


Unofficial estimates said from a 


third to one-half of those coming 
from the mine alive walked up the 
shaft steps, which somehow re- 
mained intact although the tipple 
appeared to be a total wreck. The 
shaft is about 400 feet deep. 


Others 
had to 
be helped or 


dragged from the mine, and some 
of them appeared to be semi-con- 
scious from shock. 


Hospitals of Welch, city of 7,- 


000 population and county seat of 
tne biggest bituminous coal pro- 
ducing 
county in 
the 
United 


States, were quickly filled to over- 
flowing with injured miners and 
children from the school house. 


Mine department records indi- 


cated that in normal operations, 
the Havaco mine, located about 
one-half mile southeast of Welch, 
employs around 500 men. 


Witnesses at the mine entrance 


which was roped off to give res- 
cuers full command of facilities 
said that none of 
the 
injured 


brought in early relays appeared 
to be bloody or mangled, only 
dazed. 


About an hour after the explo- 


sion, the grimy workers began 
coming up the long shaft steps 
singly, or in pairs and threes.

Clinton Building 


A one-story 
building located 


near the business district at Clin- 
ton, Iowa, was completely demol- 
ished by an explosion which oc- 
curred about 9 o'clock today, and 
three men who were employed in 
the building were injured. One sec- 
tion of the building is occupied by 
the Clinton Servi-Soft Co., and 
George Bechtel of Morrison, sus- 
tained severe burns aoout the face, 
hands and arms. Windows in busi- 
ness houses across the street were 
shattered and the force of the ex- 
plosion shook buildings for some 
distance around. 


The other part of the building 


is occupied 
by the Christensen 


Transfer Co., and it was in this 
section that the 
explosion oc- 


curred. An employe was reported 
to have been backing a tractor 
through a door when the metal 
scraped against the brick wall, 
probably causing- a static spark 
which exploded the full tank of bu- 
tane motor fuel. The entire top of 
the building was raised and "col- 
lapsed. The driver of the tractor 
escaped injury but two other em- 
ployes of the transfer company 
suffered minor injuries. Fire which 
followed the explosion was quickly 
extinguished and damage was es- 
timated at upward of $12,000.

sought solution to this question, 
it was disclosed that the newly- 
elected security council confront- 
ed with the twin tasks of con- 
trolling atomic energy and pre- 
venting another world war, had 
been summoned to hold its first 
meeting- Thursday.

Byrnes, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin and Soviet Vice 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs An- 
drei Vishinsky would speak at the 
opening session, which will be de- 
voted primarily to organization.

30 every enlisted man with 45 
points or 30 months service will 
be out of the Army or on the way 
to separation centers. 


By July 1, he said, every enlist- 


ed man with 40 pomts or two 
years' service will be out or in 
the process of being discharged. 


At present, 50 points or three 


and a half years' service are re- 
quired for discharge.

sured an informal meeting of sen- 
ators and representatives at the 
Congressional library, "Every sur- 
plus man will be out right awaj 
unless his pomts are so low that 
he can replace someone else." 


In disclosing the April 30 and

computed on the basis of last Sept.

man myth that the British linei 
Athenia was sunk by the British 
themselves in 1939 in a plot to 
push the United States into the 
war. 


Great Britain 
demanded 
the 


conviction of Doenitz, successor 
to Adolf Hitler as fuehrer of Ger- 
many, as a "murderer" for U- 
boat attacks on helpless sailors 
in lifeboats and the ordering oi 
ruthless shooting of commandos. 


Col. H. J. Phillimore, a British 


prosecutor, told the tribunal try- 
ing Doenitz and 21 other top 
nazis as war criminals that Doe- 
nitz was "no plain sailor" and 
was a key cog behind nazi prep- 
arations for aggressive war. 


The affidavit, signed by Doenitz 


on Nov. 17, 1945, said the Athenia 
was sunk by the German sub- 
marine U-30 on the day Britain 
entered the war. 
On board were 


1,500 passengers, some of them 
Americans. 
German propaganda 


at the time tried to lay the blame 
on Winston Churchill.

Wednes- 
day against six large meat pack- 
ing companies. 


"Every effort on part of our 


international officers to avoid a 
nationwid' meat packing strike 
has been unsuccessful", the un- 
ion officials said in telegrams to i 
the locals. "The offers thus far i 
made by the four large packers \ 
cannot possibly be 
accepted. 


They are grossly inadequate". 


The telegrams went out as 


government conciliators proceed- 
ed with last minute conferences 
with union and management of- 
ficials to halt the strike, orig- 
inally called by the CIO United 
Packinghouse Workers.

The nation's major sources of 


new home and industrial electrical 
appliances were shut off today 
when 200,000 CIO electrical work- 
ers went on strike in 16 states, 
running the number of strike-idle 
in the country to more than 
600,000—highest since before the 
war. 


Albert J. Fitzgerald, internation- 


al president of the CIO United 
Electrical Workers, said at 8 a. m. 
(EST) that the work 
stoppage 


was "100 per cent effective" in 
plants from which reports had 
been received up to that time. 


The strike, in support of union 


demands for a 20 per cent vs»e 
rate boost, was called against 
General 
Electric. 
Wegtinghouse 


and General Motors, which to- 
gether produce the bulk of the 
nation's e l e c t r i c a l appliances. 
These include refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines, electric range and 
oil heaters, radios, lamps and light 
bulbs.

Fitzgerald said the walkout was 


100 per cent effective by 8 a. m. 
in plants at Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh. Pa.; Lynn and Springfield, 
Mass.: Schenectady. N. Y.; Bloom- 
field, Newark and Jersey City. N. 
J., and Dayton. O. 


He added 57,000 women and 


25.000 salaried and white collar 
workers participated in the work 
stoppage. 


The strike came one day after 


the scheduled work stoppage by 
800.000 CIO Steelworkers, which 
has been delayed one week. An- 
other major walkout, by some 
328,000 Packinghouse workers, is 
set for midnight tonight. 


The walkout by the electrical 


workers, who had demanded wage 
increases of S2 a. day, was on 
schedule, said international head- 
quarters of the CIO United Elec- 
trical Workers in New York City. 
Last minute efforts by federal 
conciliators to avert the strike 
were unsuccessful. 


Plants in 16 States Struck 


The strike call for the 200,000 


workers in 75 plants involved 100,- 
000 General Electric, 75,000 West- 
inghousc and 25,000 employes in 
General Motors' electrical division. 
Plants are in California. Connecti- 
cut. 
Illinois. Indiana. Massachu- 


setts. Michigan. Missouri. New 
Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania. Rhode Island. Wisconsin, 
Maryland, West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky. 


Included among products manu- 


factured by the firms are electric 
refrigerators, 
radios, v a c u u m 


cleaners, electric stoves, lamps and 
light bulbs. 


As the huge electrical walkout 


sot underway government concil- 
iators, headed by Edgar L, War- 
ren, chief 
of the 
Counciliation 


Service, made last minu'e efforts 
in Chicago to avert, the threatened 
Packinghouse strike. 
The federal 


officials summoned representatives 
of pncking plants and the CIO 
United Packinghouse workers as 
well as AFL Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters & Butcher Workers to 
meet to attempt to settle the wage 
dispute.

formation he said might have 
made Pearl Harbor an ambush 
for the Japanese.

OPA's announcement last night 


said the agency's advance notice 
simply puts it in a position to im- 
pose the controls if it finds them 
necessary. The announcement add- 
ed that "it may not be actually 
necessary to put the ceilings into 
effect".

THE EDITOR'S COLUMN 


Several times in this space, I have in- 
vited producers of agricultural products 
to come and see us. As a result of this, 
we have had quite a number of visitors. 
Conversations with these visitors have 
—— 
been very interesting and helpful to me 


and have brought out many of the ideas which pro- 
ducers have regarding the livestock and meat industry. 


Some recent conversations indicated that quite a 


number of producers think that there are less than a 
hundred meat packers in the United States, in fact 
some thought there were as few as ten. This idea seems 
to come from the fact that many of them ship their 
livestock to only one market and are familiar only 
with the number of meat packing plants at that 
market. I am sure that it will interest all of you to 
know that there are more than 3,500 meat packers in 
the United States. In addition, there are upwards of 
22,500 other commercial slaughterers. 


The only way those 26,000 companies and people 


can make money in their business is to sell meat, And 
to sell meat they must buy livestock. So all over the 
country—from Portland, Oregon, to Portland, Maine, 
from the Rio Grande to the Canadian border—these 
competing livestock buyers are bidding against each 
other for the essential material of their businesses—the 
cattle, calves, hogs, and sheep produced by American 
farmers and ranchers. The buyers who get that

Water is practically always inex- 
pensive and abundant, as com- 
pared to feed and labor, but 
nevertheless it is absolutely es- 
sential for profitable dairying. 


The amount of water that a dairy cow will 


drink depends largely upon the size of the cow, 
the amount of milk produced, the type of feed 


-consumedr&nd the atmospheric temperature. 


Milking cows need 4.0 to 5.5 pounds of water 
for each pound of milk produced. 


Whether dairy cows are on pasture or in the 


barn, or are dry or milking, free access to clean 
water at all times produces the best results. 
Free access to water, in general, increases milk 
production over that secured when cows are 
watered either twice or once daily. 


During the winter, or severe weather, milk- 


ing cows should be watered indoors or under; 
shelter where there is a comfortable atmos-! 
phere. If it is necessary for cows to drink from 
an outdoor tank, it is advisable to warm the 
water during very cold weather so that they,, 
will drink sufficient for their needs. 


FEEDING EARLY-LAMBING EWES, 


To develop good milk-producing ewes, and i 


therefore good early lambs, winter feeding is j 
important. Feed them plenty of top-quality i 
legume hay and just enough grain to keep them ' 
in good condition, gaining a little weight. And 
don't forget exercise. It makes lambing easier 
and helps save a higher percentage of lambs.

Dangerous Discontent 


There is more than homesick- 


ness behind the sorry picture of 
discontent, low morale and vanish- 
ing discipline among American 
troops in Manila. A deep resent- 
ment is also evident, which ap- 
parently arises from a number of 
conflicting stories and half truths 
as to why the men aren't being 
sent home. 


A service newspaper, the Daily 


Pacifican. may have struck at the 
root of the trouble with this illum- 
inating 
statement: 
"We were 


briefed on our mission during the 
days of combat. Let us be briefed 
nov.-!" 


Xo one blames the soldier or 


sailor overseas for wanting to 
come home. Combat veteran or 
not. the man with months of fore- 
ign service deserves the speediest 
possible return to civilian life. It 
is the duty of the Army and Navy 
and of the whole country to see 
that he gets it. 


But unfortunately there must be 


American troops in Europe and the 
Pacific regions for a long time 
to come. The fighting has stopped, 
but turbulence and unrest remain. 
The men of the occupying forces 
have an extremely important task 
to perform in securing the victory 
so dearly won. 


The Army has made-it-clear to 


those at home that voluntary en- 
listment and Selective Service are 
not now providing enough men to 
handle this occupation job. Thus 
the rate of discharge for men in 
the senice must be slowed up for 
a time. It has explained that the 
precarious and volatile state of 
peace in the Pacific makes neces- 
sary the presence of a sizable force 
in the strategic base of Manila 
and that our soldiers are there to 
guard the peace, not the Filipinos 


But has the Army explained this 


fully to the men involved? An 
they briefed for their peacetinn 
mission as fully as they were fo 
combat? Apparently not, judging 
from the service paper quoted 
above and from other statement 
by soldiers in Manila. At any rate 
something has happened to turn 
part of a mighty fighting force o 
superior spirit and strength int 
an army of protesting, demon 
strating malcontents. 


One of the worst aspects of an 


obviously bad situation is that th 
soldiers' grievances are playin 
right into the hands of the domes 
tic Communists, whose latest lin 
is "bring the boys home"—a solic

The report also seemed to dis- 
ard the cost-of-living theory for 
ixing wage rates, saying war 
arnmgs went up higher thanwai 
osts of living.

,asis of fixing wage rates through 


not seem to have the general ap- 
plication of establishing a national 
policy—at least its 17.5 per cent 
figure could not logically be ap- 
plied to industry in general. What 
it did lay down for general appli- 
cation is the theory that wages 
should be adjusted upward by a 
yardstick of reasonable approxi- 
mation of what the workers would 
lose from war pay by going back 
to the 40 hour week, with less 
overtime pay. 


So the new administration pol- 


icy is anything but simple, and 
will require many fact-finding 
boards and many months of de- 
tailed work in order to apply its 
loose standard in each varying 
case. 
Simultaneously, in Steel,

and fireplaces, the one a necessity 
of every home, and the other a 
luxury, and both a 
little-known 


part of the house to the average 
home builder, are the subject of 
a new free circular issued by the 
Small Homes Council at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 


The 
eight-page 
non-technical 


publication is liberally illustrated. 
Warning that a chimney is dit- 
ficiult to remodel and should be 
built correctly the first time, the 
circular says: 


Chimneys located on a side root 


should extend at least 21," teet 
above the roof peak; located at 
the peak they should extend 2 feet 
above it; on a flat roof at least 
3 feet above the roof. 


Every masonry chimney should 


have fire-clay flue linning. 


House roof, floors, 
and 
walls 


should be built so no combustible 
material is within 2 inches of the 
chimney, and this space filled with 
fireproof insulating material. 


Masonry chimneys must be free- 


standing—giving no support to 
and 
receiving none 
from 
the 


house. 


A spread footing 
below 
frost 


line should support the chimney 


A stone or concrete chimney 


cap sheds water and preserves the 
masonry. 


Tops, Etc. Not Recommended 
Chimney 
tops, 
rotating cap's, 


and spark arresters are used in 
special cases, but are not recom- 
mended for general use. 


The smoke pipe from 
heating 


plant to chimney should be short 
and straight, securely 
fastened, 


and with tight joints. 


Combustible material should be 


kept away from the smoke pipe. 


Chimney fires can be avoided by 


preventing the accumulation ot 
soot, which usually results from 
incorrect firing methods. 


Special 
chimney 
linings 
are 


needed 
with gas-burning equip- 


ment. 


An inside chimney is better than 


one on an outside wall. 


Fireplaces have an efficiency ot 


only 10 per cent, so their value 
consists primarily in the homelike 
or 
cheerful 
atmosphere 
they 


create. 


Proportions must be correct if a 


smoky "fireplace is to be avoided, 
and the flue must fit the fire- 
place. (Details and a table of di- 
mensions are in the circular.) 


Built-in fireplace circulators can 


increase the heating capacity, but 
do not replace 
central 
heating 


systems. 


A spark-stopping screen is a 


necessity with a fireplace.
